discussed affairs of the world 
with Mao Tse-tung, solidified 
U.S. relations with Indonesia 
and the P h ilip p in es and d e­ 
clared a new Pacific Doctrine. 
He said 
“everything 
went 
extrem ely w ell” on his trip. 
And a t an im prom ptu news 
conference 
before 
his 
plane 
landed at 2:15 a m., he hinted 
his next foreign journey may be 
to the Middle East. 
Air Force One arrived from 
Hawaii 
in 
a 
light 
snow, 
a 
contrast to the tropical weather 
he left after commemorating 
Pearl 
H arbor 
day 
at 
a 
mem orial 
atop 
the 
sunken, 
battleship. Arizona and enun­ 
ciating a t th e U niversity of 
Hawaii a Pacific Doctrine of 
“peace tow ard all and hostility 
toward none.” 
It was in that speech he 
made 
conciliatory 
gestures 
toward Com munist regimes in 
North 
Vietnam 
and 
North 
Korea 
and 
said 
American 
m ilitary strength is “basic" to 
stability in the Pacific. 
Asked about reports he might 
travel to the Middle East early 
next 
year. 
Ford 
said only, 
“There are no definite plans, no 
specific p lans” — an indication 
such a trip might be under 
consideration. 
He told reporters traveling 
with him he will be holding

IO days to discuss 
progress in strategic arm s talks 
with the Soviets 
During the latter stage of 
Ford’s trip it was learned the 
United States and Soviets are 
apparently moving toward a 
com prom ise in the stalled talks. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger, who stayed behind in 
Asia, is reported preparing to 
fly to Moscow before Christmas 
to discuss a breakthrough on 
SALT with Soviet leaders. 
Reflecting on the grueling 
trip, 
Ford 
said, 
“ I 
think 
ev e ry th in g w ent extrem ely 
well. I thought it was very 
substantively beneficial. 
“ ...It seem ed to me every 
thing fitted in extremely well 
There are no minuses and a lot 
of pluses.” 
Ford aides said the highlight 
of the trip unquestionably was 
the two-hour meeting with Mao 
last week, when the two leaders 
ag reed th e re w as a “ p a ra l­ 
lelism ” in U.S. and Chinese 
policy in m any areas. But Ford 
and Mao rem ained far apart on 
U.S. 
detente 
with 
Moscow, 


which Washington intends to 
keep on course. 


Ford, 
appearing 
fatigued 
from the journey but chipper 
upon landing, said he would be 
at his Oval Office desk at 7:30 
a m. and would meet with his 
staff.

I, has cleared the 
House. Ford said he would veto 
it unless the bill carries a 
spending ceiling A compromise 
might be worked out by the 
Senate, extending the tax cuts 
for three m onths and putting 
off 
a 
perm anent 
package, 
coupled with a spending ceiling, 
until spring. 
— An $8 6 billion program to 
revitalize 
bankrupt 
railroads 
and im prove the Washington 
Boston rail corridor has been 
approved by the Senate. Ford 
has threatened to veto the bill 
and call Congress into special 
session 
during

holidays 
unless it is scaled down. The 
House m ay com e in with a

Senate m ight accept and avoid 
the veto. 
A com prehensive energy 
package, w aiting final clear­ 
ance in the Senate and House, 
which faces a possible veto.

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Election Recount 
The very basis of the Am erican system of govern­ 
ment is the fact that citizens vote for persons to 
represent them at local, state and national levels. 
Locally, this process was repeated just a few weeks 
ago, but "recent developments have placed an entirely 
new light on the situation. 
This in part came with Democrat Gene E ato n ’s 
petition for a recount in the close race for the First 
District councilmanic seat. 
Incumbent Rosemary. Brown was declared a 
winner by a two-vote m argin, 307-305 
The petition seeking a recount was a logical step in 
the election processes since a narrow margin such as 
the one recorded could possibly be accounted for 
through the human process of counting the numerous 
absentee ballots that play a p art in every election. 
The recount ended with an even more perplexing 
outcome—that of a tie. 
County officials, 
after 
carrying out the various step? necessary for a 
recount, once again ran back to their law books to 
decide what steps should be taken next. 
Although a tie-vote is very infrequently the out­ 
come of a general election, this case shows that it can 
happen. 
Now it is possible that a flip of a com could be 
employed to determine the council representative for 
the next four years. 
It is disconcerting to think, however, that the 
political future of these two persons rests on such a 
move. Mrs. Brown has proved herself extremely 
capable during her years of service on the council, 
and the qualifications of Eaton obviously w ere at­ 
tractive enough to com m and equal support from 
voters. 
The outcome of the coin toss aside, now is the time 
for voters to once again consider the importance of 
their separate votes. 
If there ever were a tim e when a person could say 
their vote really “made a difference,” this could have 
been it. 
The large number of eligible voters in the first 
district who did not exercise their right to vote must 
now face the fact that a toss of a coin—and not their 
vote—played the deciding factor in this election. 
Both Mrs. Brown and E aton are to be commended 
for their participation in the campaign. The fact that 
their efforts are now going to be decided by the toss of 
a coin, however, must be troublesome to both. 
Those persons who were signed up to vote but failed 
to do so in the first district—and every district— 
should think over their reasons for not doing so. 
If government of, for and especially by the people is 
to continue, the apathy th at leads voters to rem ain 
nome instead of casting their ballots cannot continue. 
In this case, local residents in the first district had 
the chance to select their council representative for 
the next four years—and all but just over 600 blew it.

My family never liked my 
husband from the day we were 
married six years ago. It is true 
that he has bad temper tan­ 
trums, but I think it is not fair 
for them to call him, in his 
presence, a 
“schizophrenic.” 
Do you agree? 
Mrs. T.G., Del. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
I most certainly do agree that 
your family does not have the 
right to call your husband a 
“schizophrenic.” 
U n f o r t u n a t e l y , 
t h is 
descriptive term is used far 
more often than it should by 
people who are not qualified or 
who do 
not 
understand 
its 
meaning. 
I believe it is audacious mr 
anyone 
without 
highly 
specialized medical knowledge 
to use the word “paranoid” or 
“schizophrenic” to describe a 
person whose behavior may not 
be entirely acceptable. 
Actually, schizophrenia is a 
tragic m ental disorder, both to 
the patient and to those around 
him. The misconception about 
this condition is so great that 
the A m erican Schizophrenia 
Foundation has been created, in 
an effort to break down the 
“family 
sh a m e ” 
so 
often 
associated with this and other 
types of m ental illness. 
Their educational campaigns 
urge that all mental illness be 
brought out in the open so that 
they can be attacked without

sham e or stigma. 
It is obvious that a great deal 
of hostility exists within the 
fram ework of your fam ily.

RICHLAND. Wash. (UPI) — 
Major concerns are surfacing 
in the Northwest over the rapid 
construction of a trio of large 
nuclear power plants on the 
once 
supersecret 
Hanford 
Atomic Reservation. 
The Washington Public Power 
Supply System is building the 
plants to an ultimate generat­ 
ing capacity 
of 3.5 
million 
kilowatts of electricity. 
The 
benefits are obvious: 
thousands of additional jobs for 
Richland and its sister cities of 
Kennewick and Pasco, and a 
large quantity of power to help 
offset shortages expected in the 
Northwest in Hie coming years. 
But there are serious ques­ 
tions regarding all aspects of 
nuclear energy, particularly the 
million-plus kilowatt reactors 
taking shape at Hanford and 
elsewhere in the country. 
“My feeling is that ifs a 
system out of control,” said Dr 
John 
Sheppard, 
a 
Hanford 
scientist for nine years and now 
head 
of

University’s Radiation Isotope produce

weapons.

“Even if nuclear reactors 
were absolutely failsafe there 
are still the 
insurmountable 
problems of uranium reserves 
and waste storage.”

TOKYO (UPI) — Multiple 
sclerosis, a mysterious ailment 
that troubles North America 
and Northern Europe, is on the 
rise 
in 
two 
countries 
that 
previously saw little of it — 
Japan and South Africa. 
That 
is 
the 
report 
of 
Japanese and South Adrican 
neurologists, 
whose 
findings 
were published in the Septem ­ 
ber edition of Britain’s Journal 
of 
Neurology, 
Neurosurgery 
and Psychology. 
Dr. 
Allan V. Bird, of the 
University of Witwatersrand in 
Johannesburg, and Dr. Ejiro 
Satoyoshi, of Toho University 
medical school in Tokyo, have 
no explanation for the spread of 
MS. It was long believed to be 
mostly 
an ailment of white 
people in the colder parts of the 
United 
States, 
Canada 
and 
Northern Europe. 
In som e Northern European 
countries, the incidence is as 
high as 45 cases per 100,000 
population. 
Multiple sclerosis is a crip­ 
pling disease of the nervous 
sy stem . 
Bird 
said 
in 
an 
interview 
that nobody knows 
what 
causes it and 
nobody 
knows how to cure it. 
“Dr. Satoyoshi and I haven’t 
got the answers, but we think 
the 
emphasis on future 
re­ 
search may shift. Geography 
may not be such an overriding 
factor as we may have been led 
to believe.” 


Bird said that in the three- 
year 
1959-61 
period, 
South 
Africa 
had only three 
con­ 
firmed MS cases, an average of 
one per year. In the four years 
from 
1964-67 there were 
26 
confirmed MS cases, for an 
annual 
average of 6.5. 
The 
overall rate remains low — 
about 
six cases per 
100,000 
population. 


Bird said the most baffling 
fact about MS in South Africa 
is 
that 
affects 
only 
white 
people. Although South Africa’s 
blacks outnumber whites about 
four to one, there has never 


been a confirmed case in which 
a black was the victim. 
Bird said that among black 
people in the United States, the 
incidence of MS is well below 
that of whites. 
Some South African doctors 
have guessed that an immunity 
enjoyed by black people might 
be transmitted to their children 
through breast feeding, which 
is on the decline among white 
women, Bird said. 
However, Satoyoshi says the 
increasing numbers of Japa­ 
nese cases are people who were 
breast fed as babies, before 
bottle feeding was adopted in 
Japan. 
The disease is still so unusual 
in Japan that national statistics 
on 
it 
are 
not 
available. 
Satoyoshi’s research is based 
on MS cases diagnosed at two 
hospitals 
operated 
by 
Toho 
University in Tokyo. 
In these hospitals, MS cases 
never exceeded three a year 
until 1968, when they abruptly 
rose to nine. A record 32 cases 
were confirmed in 
1970, but 
there has been a decline since. 
Satoyoshi and Bird say more 
research is needed into the 
causes of MS. They say several 
possibilities should be explored, 
including: 
— MS might be linked to 
changes in diet and environ­ 
ment. However there has been 
little change in South Africa’s 
diet in recent years, except that 
people eat more than before. 
— 
More 
cases 
might 
be 
showing up because people and 
doctors 
have 
become 
more 
aware of MS, although Bird 
thinks this unlikely. 
— MS may involve racial or 
hereditary factors. The growing 
number of 
cases 
in 
Japan 
proves 
that 
Japanese 
can 
develop 
MS. 
However 
the 
incidence in 
Tokyo 
remains 
lower that Europe or North 
America. Satoyoshi says that 
preliminary studies of Ameri­ 
can Japanese tend to show a 
lower rate of MS cases than 
among American whites.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It is 
not hard to figure out what 
Gov. George Wallace was up to 
when he delivered a collosal 
snub to his colleagues of the 
Democratic Governors Confer­ 
ence earlier this month He was 
using them in his presidential 
cam paign. 
W allace, 
along 
with 
nine 
other announced candidates for 
the 1976 Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination, accepted an 
invitation to appear before the 
governors 
at 
their 
winter 
meeting 
Dec. 
2. 
Everyone 
showed up except Wallace. 
Had the Alabama governor 
made a diplomatic excuse when 
he was invited or even as late 
as the day of the conference, 
little could be made of his non­ 
appearance. 
Like 
any 
can­ 
didate, he has the right to 
campaign in his own way and 
under conditions he believes 
best for himself. 
But Wallace flew all the way 
from Montgomery to Washing­ 
ton in tim e for lunch with the 
governors 
the 
day 
of 
the 
conference and then failed to 
show 
up 
for 
the candidate 
forum four hours later with the 
explanation that he was “preoc­ 
cupied” at his hotel on state 
business. 
It 
would 
be 
difficult 
to 
construe Wallace’s refusal to 
appear before his colleagues as 
anything but a deliberate act of 
nose thumbing And it is not 
hard 
to 
guess 
why 
the 
Alabaman did it. 


Wallace, like Ronald Reagan. 
is running for president as an 
antipolitician. 
His 
campaign 
strategy is to sell the idea that 
he 
is 
different 
from 
the 
stereotype politician who talks 
“down home” to the voters and 
then forgets all about them 
when he wins the election. 


The candidate, even wnen ne 
already 
holds 
public 
office, 
does 
everything 
he 
can 
to 
identify 
himself 
with 
the 
beleaguered citizen in a “them 
against us” view of the world. 


This approach used to be 
surefire politics in rural areas, 
but today’s more sophisticated 
voter needs to 6ee more than 
the candidate in his shirtsleeves 
to believe he is different from 
the rest. 


Wallace’s performance at the 
governor’s conference was a 
real life demonstration that he 
cares nothing for the approval 
of the political establishment. 


By making clear 
that 
he 
could be at the conference and 
then refusing to come, Wallace 
simply 
dramatized 
his 
in­ 
dependence from what Reagan 
calls 
the 
political 
“buddy 
system .” 


The interesting part of the 
episode is the fact that while 
Wallace snubbed the governors, 
he 
had another 
reason 
for 
coming 
to 
Washington 
that 
made the trip worthwhile to 
him.

The New Testament refers to Christ as “the mystery of God” 
(Colossians 2:2, NIV). He was born of the Virgin Mother, and 
this apart from the participation of any earthly father.

Bowen Determined 
To Keep Tax Relief

preserve the integrity of a 1973 
property tax relief program as 
he was to enact it. 
Both 
Bowen 
and 
George 
Doup, president of the Indiana 
Farm Bureau, discussed the 
program and also a Democrat­ 
ic-backed plan 
to 
create 
a 
separate 
Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture during 
their ad­ 
dresses Monday 
to the 57th 
annual 
convention 
of 
the 
Indiana Farm Bureau. 


“ We fought long and hard to 
secure property tax relief and 
we are equally determined to 
preserve its integrity,” Bowen 
told the farm convention. “ At 
the present time there appears 
to be two issues clouding the 
outlook One is the possibility 
that certain 
interests will 
attempt to dilute the program 
by diverting to other spending 
purposes money that now is 
earmarked for 
property tax 
relief.” 
“ The second issue is concern 
that reassessment—if for no 
other reason than inflationary 
impact—will result in increases 
in 
the valuation 
of 
taxable 
property,” the governor said 
He said his administration “ will 
oppose with all our vigor and 
determination” any effort to 
use the property tax relief fund 
for purposes other than proper­ 
ty tax relief. 
Bowen again reminded the 
farm ers that he had sought 
postponement of reassessment 
in the 1975 Indiana Legislature 
and 
again 
on 
the 
one-day 


organizational session of the 
1976 session held Nov. 18 but 
now fears “ delay is not possible 
because the General Assembly 
ran out of time.” 
“ Although reassessment will 
begin in January, it will be 1979 
before tax statements reflect 
the results of reassessment,’ 
Bowen said. “ It is important 
that 
the 
General 
Assembly 
begin to consider the potential 
range of alternatives with the 
goal of a legislative solution in 
time to prevent an adverse 
impact upon our taxpayers.” 
On the subject of a separate 
state Department of Agricul 
ture, Bowen was more cautious 
in 
his 
downgrading 
of 
the 
proposal than was Doup. The 
governor said, “ The proposal 
for creating a major new state 
agency would seem to fly in the 
face of a procedure established 
by these same legislators (a 
Democratic-controlled 
House 
committee) in undertaking 
broad 
scale 
study 
of 
state 
government reorganization We 
first must ponder what govern­ 
ment 
should 
be 
doing 
in 
agriculture 
it 
is 
not 
doing 
now.” 


Thieves Take 
Burglar Alarm 


JA C K SO N V ILLE, Fla. (U PI) 
— Jack Bowyer told 
police 
Monday that thieves broke into 
his tire company during the 
weekend and stole the burglar 
alarm system. 
“ That’s all they got,” said 
Bowyer. “ I may find some tittie 
things missing once the invento­ 
ry is completed, but I don’t 
think 
it 
will 
amount 
to 
anything.” 
Bowyer said the $300 system 
is designed to detect any noises 
in or around the building and 
set off a loud, buzzing alarm. 
“ They knew the alarm wasn’t 
connected 
to 
any 
central 
system downtown. So when it 
went off, they just came on in, 
waited to see if any police had 
heard it, and the unplugged it 
and took it with them,” Bowyer 
said. 


Bowen said that under the 
present structure in which the 
lieutenant 
governor 
is 
the 
commissioner 
of 
agriculture 
“ we are 
achieving 
progress 
without the bureaucratic and 
regulatory 
encumberances 
which often are part and parcel 
of a m ajor agency.” 
Doup said, “ Our agricultural 
industry is being served and 
serviced well under our present 
governmental structure. There 
isn’t reason, unless or until 
there 
is 
state 
government 
reorganization for any major 
revamping 
of the 
structure 
serving agriculture. The Gener­ 
al Assembly needn’t waste time 
and money debating this state 
Department 
of Agriculture 
issue.” 
On delay of reassessment, set 
by law- to begin Jan. I, effective 
with taxes people pay in 1979, 
Doup said, “ Political forces at 
play 
prevented 
this 
from 
happening. 
The 
impact 
of 
statewide reassessment can be 
for-reaching. Legislative action 
must 
be 
taken 
to 
assure 
property owners that the relief 
features of the tax package are 
maintained.” 
Doup. in his annual presiden­ 
tial report, said he considers 
“ the problem of crime” a top 
priority subject for farmers. He 
listed increased burglaries in 
farm 
communities 
including 
one in which his nephew’s home 
was 
broken 
into while 
the 
family was at church. Doup 
asked 
farmers to mark 
all 
articles apt to the stolen so 
they can be identified 
He was critical of the Russian 
grain agreement and the w ay it 
was negotiated, saying, “ The 
Agriculture 
Department 
was 
forced to take a back seat and 
was not allowed to be a party 
to the ‘striped pants’ affair. 
This agreement sets a danger­ 
ous 
precedent 
and 
is 
a 
damaging departure from a l­ 
lowing 
farmers free market 
access.”

Biology Classes 
Varied At RCHS 


The study of life science or biology at RCHS is required 
of all students during the sophomore year to fulfil the 
science requirement for graduation. 
To overcome the stigma associated with a required 
course, students are grouped according to potential, 
desire and work habits, according to school officials. The 
grouping is based on freshm an year results in Eng lish and 
math. 
The biology program consists of basic, regular and 
accelerated levels. Biology department staff members 
believe the arrangment has improved the response from 
the student and the caliber of material covered by the 
instructor. 
W ith grouping, freedom is allowed for individual growth 
at the basic level, the prime trouble spot prior to 
homogenous scheduling. The basic biology program is 
designed to insure achievement for even minimum 
progress. Every student can, by his own 
inititive, 
progress and improve it he so desires, whereas, the same 
student in a heterogeneous group would find achievement 
and recognition difficult, if not impossible. 
A traditional biology program consisting of plant and 
animal studies through lecture and lab activities is 
presented to six of the 12 biology classes at R C H S . This 
program is known as regular biology Students are given 
basic facts and experiences necessary to go on to higher 
education if that is the direction the students chooses. 
Students learn to use microscopes, scales, volumetric 
measuring devices and other general laboratory ap­ 
paratus associated with science investigations. 
Two classes, or approximately 50 to 60 students, are 
placed in accelerated biology. These students study the 
same materials as do regular students, but have ad­ 
ditional exercises and experiences. They are expected to 
assume more responsibility for study and contribute to 
extra projects. The accelerated students a re being 
prepared primarily for college level study.

similar measure passed earlier. 
Neither would require adop­ 
tion of metric measurement but 
would allow for a dual system 
to exist while providing some 
federal 
aid 
for education, 
coordination and voluntary con­ 
version. 
The United States invented 
the decimal dollar system for 
its money 
shortly after the 
Revolution to get away from 
British pounds and pence, but 
has clung 
officially 
to 
the 


cumbersome 
English 
system 
for measuring everything else. 
But use of the m etric system, 
which measures in units of 10s, 
100s and 1000s, has been legal 
in the United States since 1866 
and its use has grown rapidly 
in recent years. It is now being 
taught in schools in all 50 states 
and 
many 
industries 
have 
converted to compete on equal 
footing in international mar­ 
kets. 
The Senate-passed bill would 
set up a 17-member U.S. Metric 
Board 
to 
devise 
planning, 
coordinating and public educa­ 
tion programs. Actual conver­ 
sion would be voluntary within 
various industries and econom­ 
ic sectors. 
The U.S. Customary System, 
now in use, uses a complex 
array of inches, pints, pecks, 
rods, 
gallons 
and 
bushels 
inherited basically 
from the 
British. 
But 
in 
recent 
years 
the 
United 
Kingdom 
itself 
has 
embarked on m etric conver­ 
sion, as have its other former 
colonics of Australia, Canada, 
South Africa, New Zealand and 
India.

Appearing at a news confer­ 
ence prior to the Nobel Prize 
awarding ceremonies Dec. IO, 
T em in , of the U niversity of 
Wisconsin, said: 
“ W ell over half or up to 80 
per cent of cancer in human 
beings is caused by things in 
the environment. The first thing 
to recognize them and the 
second is to remove them. If 
they were removed, about 50 
per cent of these cancers could 
be prevented.” 
Baltim ore, from the M assa­

Institute 
of 
Tech­ 
nology, 
said even 
if 
these 
factors 
are 
identified, 
he 
doubted if the population would 
heed the advice of the experts. 
“ People still smoke,” he said. 
“ The 
number of youngsters 
smoking is appalling.” 
Baltim ore said some cancers 
are caused by high fat content 
in food and to warn people of 
the risks they are running “ is 
just not going to work to get 
them to avoid these things.”
